He practical- 
ly denied that he was a bacteriologist

NOTRE DAME, Ind., Feb. 28.— (By 
the Associated Press.)—When Johnny 
Mohardt leaves Notre Dame univer- 
sity late in February to go south with 
the Detroit American League baseball 
club, organized baseball will have cap- 
tured a man who closely approaches 
the ideal college product.

Sport critics recogniztd 
the.sa.me Hohardt as the captain 01 
ihefNotre Dame baseball nine of 1921

on the gridiron which stamped him 
as one ot the passing marveis of the 
game and one of the greatest bac-k- 
field men of the year.

The controversy over the boundary 


line originated early in 191r when a 
rich oil field was discovered in the 
bed of the Red River between TH1- 
man and Cotton counties, Oklahoma 
and Wichita county, Texas. Immedi- 
ately a serious situation arose in 
which armed men contested for pos- 
session of drilling sites. Texas ran- 
gers. on orders from Governor Hobby. 
opposed an unrganized body of Okla- 
homans, and a State of virtual sieze 
was established. An effort -made b> 
the governors and attorney-generals 
of both States to adjust the matter 
failed, and an original bill was filed 
in the supreme court December b, 
1919 by Attorney-General Freeling 
alleging that the south bank of the 
river constituted 
the boundary 
be- 


tween the States. 
The bill alleged 
this was the line set by a treaty be- 
tween the United States and Spain 
signed in 1819. It alleged, further, 
that the supreme court had previous-

PHILADELPHIA. Feb. 2S.—The 


mummified horly of a fat man, an ear- 
ly resident of Philadelphia, is being 
preserved at the Wistar Institute of 
Anatomy and Biolosy as a rare exar.i- 
_ple of adipocsre. a substance which i.s 
a soft waxy mass resembling soap. 
According to officials the man was 
Wilhelm Von Eiienberger who livvd 
in the city when it was the capital ot 
the United States and George Wash- 
ington was president. 
In 1792 Von 


Eiienberger fell v;c;*m to the yellow 
fever plague and was buried in Pot- 
ters field, then on the outskirts of the 
city. Many years of burial in the moist 
soil of the Seid gradually converted 
tho body into an Tidipocere mummy 
and when The field was turned into n 
public square the body was exhumed 
by workmen and identified.

19th Amendment 


Is Sustained By 


Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The con- 


stitutionality of the women's suffrage 
or nineteenth amendment, was sus- 
tained today by the Supreme court in 
an unanimous decision rendered by 
Justice Brandeis. 


The challenge came from th<" State 


of Maryland whore Oscar Loser and 
others sought to prevent the regis- 
tration of two women as qualified 
voters in Baltimore. Leser and hie 
associated contended that the const!, 
tution of Maryland limited suffrage 
to men: that the legislature of Mary- 
land had refused to ratify the wom- 
an's suffrage amendment, and that 
the amendment had not become a part 
of 
the 
Federal 
constitution. 
The 


Maryland State courts sustained the 
amendment. 
* 
The contention that an amendment 


to the Federal constitution relating 
to additions to the electorate cannot 
be made without the consent of the 
State, the court disposed of by ref- 
erence to the fifteenth or equal suff- 
rage amendment, declaring that "one 
cannot be valid and the other in-valid." 
It pointed out that the validity of 
the fifteenth amendment had been 
recognized for half a. century. 


The suggestion that several of the 
thirty-six States which ratified the 
19th 
amendment had provisions in 


their State constitutions which pro- 
hibited the legislature from ratifying 
could not be entertained, the court 
stated, because the State legislatures 
derived their power in such manner 
that the' Federal constitution, which 
"transcends" any limitations sought 
to be imposed by the people of a: 
State."
